' Commodore Pavipme had previously blockaded the 
mouth of the River San Juan, so that there was no 
chance for the escape of the fillibusters, On the 9th , 
the broadside of the Saratoga was brought to bear on 
General Waiken’s camp. Captain Enots had the 
day before received his written orders as to the arm- 
ing and dispositién of the launches. He was directed 
to land, when he should be at a convenient distance 
from the shore, with small arms, and immediately to 
present the letter and summons above referred to. In 
case of resistance, he was directed to seize the princi- 
pal officers first, using only just so much force as was 
necessary to accomplish his purpose.. Everything 
being ready, 100 marives. from the Wabaah, and 250 
sailors from the Wabash and Saratoga, jumped into 
the launches, a tremend:-us sea making the feat very 
difficult of accomplishment—yet the utmost regularity 
and the most perfect discipline were observed through- 
out, The acene, with the many boats dancing on the 
‘waves, full of armed men, the launches with their 12- 
pound howitzers, the three war-ships of the United 
States, and the British line-of-battle ship Brunswick in 
the harbor, was magnificent. The landing was ef- 
fected without the slightest accident. There was no 
appearance of any contemplated resistance on the 
part of Watxzn, When Captain Exouz stepped for- 
ward, and presented his demand for the surrender, 
General W. replied at once: “Captain Enoiz, 7 am 

under your orders.” 

Some 70 men weré Immediately embarked on the 
Fulton. and Saratoga—Wa.xun on the former vessel. 
Some 20 or 30 more slid away into the bushes, Cap- 
tain Exaxz at once placed a umarine guard over the 
“stores and munitiotis of war, and then sent out men 
to hunt up and bring in the missing fillibusters.
